Mono Level Control 

Your RadioShack Mono Level Control 
is designed for use as a tweeter level 
control with a 3-way (RadioShack Cat. 
No. 40-1299) or 2-way (Cat. No. 40- 
1296) crossover network, or as a vol- 
ume level control. 


CONNECTIONS 

Caution: To prevent a short circuit or 
damage to your speakers, be sure the 
speaker wires touch only the intended 
terminals. 

Note: Solder the speaker wires or use 
a crimping tool to make the connec- 
tions. 

Tweeter-Level Control 


ILLUSTRATION 


1. Connect the crossover network’s 
low-frequency lead to the woof- 
er’s positive (+) terminal. 


2. Connect the woofer’s negative (-) 
terminal to the tweeter’s positive 
terminal. 

3. Connect the crossover network’s 
high-frequency lead to Terminal 3 
on the Mono Level Control. 

4. Connect the crossover network’s 
common lead to the connection 
between the woofer and tweeter. 

5. Connect the tweeter’s negative 
terminal to Terminal 2 on the Mono 
Level Control. 

6. Connect Terminal 1 on the Mono 
Level Control to the common lead. 

Volume-Level Control 


ILLUSTRATION 


1. Connect the amplifier/receiver’s 
positive (+) speaker output leads 
to Terminal 1 on the Mono Level 
Control. Then connect a wire from 
Terminal 1 to the speaker’s posi- 
tive terminal. 
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2. Connect the amplifier/receiver's 
negative (-) speaker output leads 
to Terminal 3 on the Mono Level 
Control. 

3. Connect the speaker’s negative 
terminal to Terminal 2 on the Mono 
Level Control. 


OPERATION 

1. Set the Mono Level Control’s AU- 
DIO LEVEL control to MAX. 

2. Set the amplifier/receiver's volume 
to minimum. Then turn on the am- 
plifier/receiver and set its volume 
control slightly above the normal 
listening level. 


3. Set AUDIO LEVEL for the desired 
balance or volume. 

Caution: This Mono Level Control is 
designed for 12.5 watts of average 
(RMS) continuous power. If the power 
is higher, the back of the control can 
get very hot. 

Note: If the volume is inadequate at 
MAX., slightly increase the amplifier/re- 
ceiver's volume.
